they lay all the blame to Bill English. 

- Of course the Budd men are. correspond- 
ingly jubilant, and already they are bedeck- 
ing their manly bosoms with badges bear- 
ing a picture of a buckboard and the 
legend “Our Jim.” They think, ‘because 
their Jim is well known up around French 
Camp and Modesto, that he has a na- 
tional reputation, and it will take the 
chilly experience of a vote in the month 
of November to convince theni that their 
‘candidate is a one-horse lawyer and 
mighty small potatoes with few in a hill. 
Budd was by long odds the very est 
man before ‘the convention. He is. un- 
known outside the confines of his own 
neighborhood, and he is far stronger today 
than he will be three months from now. 

This morning’s session did not open up 


and. considerable time was taken up with 
tiresome details, augmented by Secretary 
O’Reilly, who doesn’t know how to pro- 
nounce the names of the counties of Cali- 
fornia, and to all appearances mighty lit- 
tle else. The entire clerical force of the 
convention has not ability enough toruna 
ward caucus, consequently the proceedings 
have been prolonged beyond all reason 
and everybody is worn out. When a call 
for nominations was finally reached, and 
Barney Murphy’s name was mentioned by 
Matthews of Santa Clara, the first bit of 
real. enthusiasm of the convention was ex- 
hibited. The wisdom of the rule made 
yesterday that but one seconding speech 
should be allowed was strongly ‘in evi- 
dence, otherwise the proceedings would in 
all probability have extended over an- 
eek. 

Vv. Coleman seconded ‘Murphy’ 
nomination in the only notable speech of 
the day. It was terse, clear-cut and brief, 
and a model in its line. Nicoll did not help 
| Buda’s cause any by his speech of nomi- 
nation, neither did Billy Foote, with his 
‘erutches, who seconded it. Gavin Mc- 
Nabb of San Francisco placed Maguire in 
nomination in a tiresome-gpd platitudin- 
ous talk of several minutes’ duration, and 
Bobby Ferrall used up 4 lot of valuable 
time in a hopeless cause in supporting the 
San Franciscan.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 24.—A 
to the Post-Intelligencer from Franklin, 
Wash., ys that at 11:45 o’clock this 
morning a fire was noticed on the sixth 
north leve} of the Franklin mine, and 
notice was given to the men inside, who 
were working in the different places, 
some in the breast above the level and 
others along the gangway.

‘SUSPICIOUS SYMPTOMS. 


Three Bennington Sailors Ill With 
teas an Unknown Malady. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—Three of 
the crew of the gunboat Bennington are 
now at the quarantine station at Angel 
Island. .Oné of them is convalescing 
from a malady that somewhat resembles 
yellow fever, while the others had re- 
cently suffered from a disease that closely 
resembled bilious fever, yet it was thought 
best not to run any risk by allowing 
them to mingle with their companions or 
others, while there was any suspicion 
about the nature of their illness. 

The surgeon of the Bennington re- 
ported that on July 28 one of the seamen, 
named D. Haligren, became ill while the 
vessel was off the coast of San Salvador. 
No serious symptoms were noticed until 
Aligust 2, when his sickness began to. 
closely resemble yellow fever. The surgeon 
promptly had the man removed aft, and 
two men appointed to: attend to him day 
and night. The sick man and his two 
attendants were completely isolated from 
the rest of the crew, and every precaution 
was taken to prevent a spread of the 
disease, should it prove to be a genuine 
case- of yellow fever. About two weeks 
tater. 
ss only had a few of the 
toms of the disease of his comrade, and 
it was not considered dangerous, nor 
did it prove so. A third was taken ill, 
and his symptoms were the same as those 
of the second man. While the ‘gunboat 
way lying off the Farallones the thfee 
patients were getting along as. well as 
could be expected. The three were re- 
moved to the quarantine station on shore 
and the Bennington headed for Mare 
islands 
At the navy-yard all ‘her officers and 
mén will be removed to the receiving- 
ship, and the gunboat, that has been: an 
asylum for the refugees of San Salvador, 
will undergo a thorough fumigation before 
any workmen will be allowed to make 
any of the many necessary repairs.

ne He Deserved His Fate. 

NBEW WESTMINSTER (B. C.,) Aug. 
24.~Hugh. Lynn, the Savary Island mur- 
derer, was successfifily executed this 
morning in the jall-yard. Lynn was cool, 
and died without a struggle. Before the 
executton the condemned man declared he 
had no grudge against any of the officers 
and that he deserved his fate. 

Lynn’s crime was the most atrocious 
ever committed in this province.

When. we, view the growth of the 
4:\Amevican ‘Unidn we cannot fail to 

rd it as something marvelous. - In 
1790 there were but thirteeh States 
with little about them of the modern 
life of today, nothing suggestive of 
the vast progress of American civili- 
zation that should push its way across 
the continent from ocean to ocean, be- 
coming’ the mightiest republic in the, 
History. The march of Ameri- 
can progress has astonished the whole 
civilized world. So nearly is our oc- 
cupation of American territory com- 
plete, the end of State-making is com- 
ing into view unless additional terri- 
tory is acquired. When New Mexieo, 
Arizona and Oklahoma become States 
there will remain. only the Indian Ter- 
‘ritory and the empire-like domain of 
Alaska which are not wearing the 
crown of Statehood. These Territo- 
ries may be utilized as homes for our. 
aboriginal _ population, becoming a 
great commonwealth of native people. 
where the work of civilizing and en- 
lightening them may be carried on, 
and where vast mineral interests may

| If we can escape the danger of be- | 
j coming merely a huge bundle of na- 
tionalities—a -danger which. arises 
from the vast influx of aliens not in 
sympathy with our institutions and 
laws—and become imbued everywhere 
with the love of liberty and progress, 
with a due respect for the Constitu- 
tional rights of all, then will there in- 
deed be scareely any limit ‘to our pos- 
sibilities for advancement.

EZETA IN COURT.

«As ‘appeared in court Ezeta, 
‘Who is'a fi physical specimen, with a 
courtly, bearing, was ‘the most observed. 
His was attired in a black suit that he 
had purchased earlier in the morning, 
Marshal Bialdwin having accompaniel him 
up town. ‘From his waistcoat hung a mag- 
nificent gold elain studded with diamomis. 
The general’s enemies in ‘the courtroom 
pointed it out as a relic of his cruel reign 
in Gan Salvador. They said it had for- 
merlysbeen the property of Carlo; Melendez, 
‘@ miNionaire planter, who had deen 
robbed. of his wealth by the Ezeta3, and 
that the chain was among the spoils 
greedily seized by Antonio. As to ithe 
Other refugees, they were ‘n appearance 
decidedly inferior specimens of the Span- 
ish-American. 

The court proceadings were opened by 
Unitei Stutes District Attorney Garter, who 
wtated that the warrants had beea ‘ssued 
in conformity with a mandate issued doy 
the Secretary of State. Garter stated that 


che appeared-in the ose at the request of 


the Attorney-General of the United States. 
He expiained that the United States had 
no further inerest in the proceedings than 
to see that they are regular and proper. 
Then, atter the process in tho case had 
been read, Attorney Garter stated that the 
United States governmeni left the further 
prosecution of the case to the private at- 
torneys in the employ of the Salvadoran 
government.
